JAPS IS ARGUMENT 


President Lays Before Congress the 


Result of Secretary Metcalfs 


Recent Investigation 


TREATY OBLIGATIONS MUST RULE 


Washington, Dec. IS'.—The president 


today transmitted 
to congress his 


fourth special message of the present 
week, this executive communication 
dealing with the anti-Japanese move- 
ment in the sctiool administration of 
San. Francesco. The 
president ap- 


pends to Ms message, which is very 
brief, the report of late Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Victor H. Met- 
calf, who under direction of the pres- 
ident, recently conducted a detailed 
Investigation, of the anti-Japanese sit- 
uation in San Francisco. 


The Message and Report. 


The message and Secretary Met- 


calfs report are as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
I inclose herewith for your infor- 


mation the final report made to me 
personally by Secretary Mstcalf on 
the situation affecting the Japanese 
In San Francisco. The report deals 
•with three matters of controversy— 
first, the exclusion of the Japanese 
children from 
the 
San Francisco 


schools; second, the boycotting of 
Japanese restaurants, and. third, 


acts of violence committed against 
the Japanese. 


As to the first matter, I call your 


especial attention to the very small 
number of Japanese children who 
attend school, to the testimony as 
to the brightness, cleanliness 
and 


good behavior 
of these Japanese 


children in the schools, and to the 
fact that, owing to their being scat- 
tered throughout the city, the re- 
quirements for them all to go to one 
special school is impossible of ful- 
fillment 
and 
means 
that they 


can 
not 
have' school facilities. 


Let me point out further that there 
would be no objection whatever to 
excluding from the schools any Jap- 
anese on the score of age. It is ob- 
viously 
not desirable that, young 


men should go to school with chil- 
dren. The only point is the exclu- 
sion of the children themselves. The 
number of Japanese 
children at- 


tending the public schools in San 
Francisco was very 
small.

government has

SEEKS LAW AMENDMENT 


IN AID OF THE 


S. M. Foster Will Appeal to 


State Legislature in 


Their Behalf. 


In the Interest of the 
county or- 


phans' homes of Indiana, Samuel M. 
Foster, of this city, has inaugurated 
an. effort to have the state law amend- 
ed so that, proper maintenance may 
be provided for the institutions by 
the boards of county commissioners. 
The matter will come before the legis- 
lature early in the next session, and 
Mr. Foster la hopeful of securing an 
amendment to the present law that is 
badly needed. 


The inovemcnt has 
been 
brought, 


about, by the grave situation which 
confronts the management 
of 
the 


Allen county orphans' home near this 
city. 
The present law restricts the 


county commissioners to an allowance 
of but 25 cents per day for each child. 
Out of this must lie provided fuel, 
light, clothing and supplies, as well as 
matron, cook, seamstress and every 
other expense of every kind. The in- 
creased cost of living has rendered it 
impossible for the home to get along 
on what the law permits the county 
to pay for its maintenance. 


In its recent appeal for patronage 


for the annual charity ball, the man- 
agement of the orphans' home sets 
forth that "the sheriff gets 40 cents 
per day per capita for merely feeding 
his prisoners. The state institutions 
get from 35 cents to 62V6 cents per 
capita per day, and in them the num- 
bers are so largd that the cost of help 
and other fixed charges :ire reduced to 
the minimum." 


The situation as it exists at. present 


Inflicts an actual penalty on the home 
in carrying out its highest mission—. 
to. place the charges in suitable pri- 
vate homes as quickly as passible— 
by reducing the revenues of the home 
just in proportion as good homes are 
found for the orphans. 
Mr. Foster's 


amendment will propose an allowance 
of not less than 30 cents nor more 
than 35 cents per day for each inmate 
to be made by'the county commis- 
sioners.

AMERICA AND GERMANY 


NEARER TOGETHER

Prospect pf Agreement on 


Vexed Question is Re- 


garded as Bright. 


BerMn. Deo. 18.—The spirit shown 


by the American tariff commissioners 
in their inquiry into- precisely what 
the German government desires and 
its reasons therefor has caused the 
German commissioners to feel confi- 
dent that an understanding 
so 
far 


reaching that the idea of a tariff war 
must be excluded will- . be 
reached. 


This hopeful view is-expressed by the 
newspapers, which today give promi- 
nence to reports of the dinner given 
last night by the American Associa- 
tion of Trade and Commerce in honor 
of the American and German commis- 
sioners and to the statement of Na- 
hum I. Stone, head of the American 
commission, that it was the American 
ambassador here, Mr. Tower,! who 
brought about the appointment of the 
commission and that to him must be 
ascribed this stroke of statesmanship. 


The conservative party newspapers

At. a meeting of the

members of the reichstag last week 
both Count. Von Kanitz and Count Von 
Stolberg, the leaders of the party, said 
It was the duty of the conservatives 
to work in the interest, of a mutually 
advantageous trade arrangement with 
the-United States and for the.most 
friendly political relations with that 
country "because Germany's view of 
the situation must take In not only the 
European states, but that great power 
in the western hemisphere."

Holds Faulty Statute Ee- 
quiring Express Compan- 


ies to Deliver Matter. 


Oa the application for a new trial 


of (lie rase in which the Adams Ex- 
press company was fined ?10 and costs 
in the circuit court for failure to de- 
liver a package to the home of .1. E. 
Price, located outside the free deliv- 
er}' boundary of the 
company 
but 


within the city limits. Judge O'Rourke 
indicated this morning that he would 
hold that the companies are not bound 
by the Indiana statute requiring them 
to deliver express matter to all points 
inside the corporate limits of towns 
with populations in excess of 2,500. 


This act was passed in 1901 and the 


fatal omission 
is that it 
is not so 


construed as to provide that no extra 
compensation shall be charged for de- 
livery outside tlie districts stipulated 
by the companies. 
It requires deliv- 


ery all right, but does not say that an 
additional fee can not be charged and 
while the enactment is clear the omis- 
sion robs it of its effect. 


Further Judge O'Rourke held that, 


the company under its receipt, which 
is a contract, agrees to deliver the 
express matter first to its office at the 
shipping point and secondly to the 
consignee within certain limits set out 
in the agreement and made part of a 
contract between the company and the 
consignor and that such a contract Is 
not a violation of the law and not in- 
validated by the 
operations 
of the 


statute. 


Several months ago Judge O'Rourke 


entered a fine of J10 and costs against 
the company for failure to deliver and 
at that time it was presented to him 
upon an agreed statement of facts. He 
said this morning when ue Indicated 
that, he would grant the new trial and 
practically reverse his former ruling 
that the entire proposition had been 
presented to him in a different light. 
S. \j. Morris made the application and 
Prosecutor D. B.' Nlricte represented" 
the slate and offered-lo produce a 
number of authorities on the point, but 
the judge stated he had his mind made 
up, although he might change 
his 


views In event of the presentation of 
authorities that, will convince him he 
is In error. 


This view of the case places the ex- 


press companies in the same position 
as though the statute 
had not been 


passed. They are at liberty to charge 
extra compensation, hut

REFUSED PASS FOR

Witness in Shea Trial Tells 


of Another Phase of the 


Teamsters' Strike. 


Chicago. Dec. IS.—Evidence was in- 


troduced in the Shea trial today show- 
ing that errand boys and wagons car- 
rying medical supplies and surgical in- 
struments to the sick and to hospitals 
were turned back by the pickets of 
the Teamsters' union, who refused tj 
allow the supplies to be delivered. 


The witness from whom this testi- 


mony carne was J. A. Sheehan, a team 
owner, who held the contract to de- 
liver supplies from several large med- 
ical supply houses. 


"Do you know James Barry?" asked 


Assistant State's Attorney Miller. 


"Yes." 
"Did 
you see 
Barry 
during 
the 


strike?" 


"He came one day into the store 


where I had the contract for deliver- 
ing the goods. 
I told him that our 


wagons were hauling hospital supplies 
and nothing else and that in many 
cases these deliveries were a matter 
of life and death. I told him that our 
wagons were being stopped and the 
drivers turned back. I also told him 
that even the errand boys that we 
sent out with hospital supplies were 
interfered with. I then asked him for 
a pass that would permit our wagons 
to make deliveries." 


"What did he say?" 
"He said: 
'How do I know what 


you are going to do with 
such a 


pass?'" 


The witness said that later be se- 


cured a pass permitting the taking of 
medical supplies to the hospitals. 


F. S. Forbes, son of the president of 


the Forbes Teaming company, testi- 
fied. Forbes drove team during the 
strike and had personal 
experiences 


with mobs. He declared that he was 
repeatedly pelted with 
bricks 
and 


stones and that on one occasion a bot- 
tle containing a liquid struck his foot. 
The;"wttnes8 could not say whether 
the liquid was acid or not. The wit- 
ness said that Jerry McCarthy, the 
business agent of the Truck Drivers' 
union, told him to stop trying to drive 
teams or he would be "put out of bust- 
ness."

AS MARKET FOR 


Ambitious Scheme Nestles 


in Breast of the Wily 


Brown Men. 


San Francisco, Dec. 18.—Dr. J. E. 


Jones, United States consul at Dalny, 
who arrived yesterday on the liner 
Nippon Maru, Is quoted in an inter- 
view published in the Chronicle today, 
as saying that the Japanese are car- 
rying out an ambitious plan, which, if 
It succeeds; will close Asia as a market 
for American wheat a.nd cotton. The 
Japanese, he says, are colonizing Man- 
churia on an extensive scale with the 
idea of raising sufficient wheat there 
to supply the needs of Asia. In Korea 
they are carrying on elaborate ex- 
periments in cotton raising. 
These 


experiments have been In a measure 
successful, but it will be some years. 
Dr. Jones thinks, before either Man- 
churian wheat of Korean cotton will 
seriously menace the market for the 
American products. 


Under the Tiew 
tariff, 
says Dr. 


Jones, the cost, of living in Japan has 
increased 20 per cent, and wages are 
being advanced accordingly. Incident- 
ally, the standard of living Is Improv- 
ing.

This picture 
by the Washington Herald proves it. 
Listen: 


"A wraith of whiskers floated softly, 


noiselessly through the half open doors 
of the republican cloakroom of 
the 


senate soon after that body had got 
into action yesterday, and settled down 
In a vacant chair near that occupied 
by the Hon. Chester I. Long, ot Medi- 
cino Lodge. The Kansas statesman 
turned,started.and then shook the out- 
stretched hand .of the apparition.

•—barks even. Peffer goes on with hsl 
index, in which he doubtless thunders 
much, quietly.

Official 
Parliamentarian of General 


Federation Declared in Favor of 


New Organization. 


It may be of interest to the many 


club women of tho state who are In- 
terested pro and con in the recent 
consolidation of the two state organi- 
zations of dubs, known Individually 
afj the Indiana Union and the State 
Federation, the opinion of the legality 
of proceedings at the meeting of the 
joint committee In Fort Wayne, last 
October, by the parliamentarian of 
tho General Federation of Women's 
clubs. 
Mrs. Emma Fox, of Detroit, 


is not parliamentarian of the federa- 
tion at present, but her opinion has 
been quoted to some extent, naturally 
as It favors what has become known 
as the Munclc organization.

Curled Celery. 


Cut stalks of white, thick celery In- 


to two inch lengths. With a sharp 
knife make parallel cuts on each end, 
then cut at right angles. Throw into 
a pan of ice water for a couple of 
hours to curl. Drain, shake dry and 
arrange on a low dish. 
Simple and Digestible Cabbage Salad. 


Crisp the cabbage In ice water, then 


shave or chop fine and dress to taste, 
with salt, pepper, olive oil and lemon 
juice. 


Cream of Celery Soup. 


This can be made from the outer 


tough stalks of the celery heads that 
are not suitable to eat as a relish. 
Wash and scrape and when you have 
the equivalent of two cupfuls (using 
beside a few bleached leaves), cook 
slowly for an hour or until tender In 
a quart of salted water or white stock. 
When tender press through a puree 
sieve and a quart of hot milk, 
and 


when it comes to the boiling 
point 


thicken with two tablespoonfuls flour 
blended with the same amount of but- 
ter and cooked with a little of the boil- 
ing soup. Stir constantly until smooth 
and thickened, add a quarter cup 
cream (taken from the top of the sec- 
ond quart of milk if you do not care to 
use it for coffee) and serve with ker- 
nels of snowy popcorn floating on the 
surface. 
Cheese Crisps to Eat with the Salad. 


Butter salted wafers, ever so lightly, 


then spread with a mixture of grated 
cheese, a speck of mustard and a dash 
of tobasco sauce, toast in the oven 
and serve hot. 


Cranberry Sauce. 


Select a quart of the bright red ber- 


ries, look over carefully and wash 
thoroughly: "put into a granite or por- 
celain lined kettle (never In tin or 
iron) and spread over the tops of the 
berries two cups of granulated sugar; 
pour over the sugar one cup water, 
cover and cook ten minutes from the 
time the water begins to boll; uncover 
(for if left covered too long they will 
burst), cook a little longer until the 
berries are tender and the liquid ready 
to jolly if tried in'a cold saucer, then 
pour at once into a pretty dish. Make 
tho day before using.

stUutlonality of the act in question; 
but nay very earnest hope is that 
such suit will not be necessary, and 
that as a matter of comity the citi- 
zens of San Francisco will refuse to 
deprive these young Japanese chil- 
dren of education and will permit 
them to go to the schools. 


Sentiment for Law and Order. 


The question as to the violence 


against the Japanese is most admi- 
rably put by Secretary Metcalf, and 
I have nothing to add to his state- 
ment. I am entirely confident that, 
as Secretary Metcalf says, the over- 
whelming sentiment of the state of 
California is for law and order and 
for the protection of the Japanese 
In their persons and property. Both 
the chief of police and the acting 
mayor of San Francisco assured 
Secretary Metcalt that everything 
possible would be done to protect 
the Japanese in the city. I author- 
ized and directed Secretary Metcalf 
to state that if there was failure to 
protect persons and property, then 
the entire power of the federal gov- 
ernment within the limits of the 
constitution would be used promptly 
and vigorously to enforce the ob- 
servance of our treaty, the supreme 
law of the land, which treaty guar- 
anteed to Japanese residents every- 
where in the union full and perfect 
protection 
for their 
persons and 


property: and 
to this end every- 


thing in my power would be done, 
and all the

of the United 


States, 
both 
civil and 
military,

would be employed. I call especial 
attention to the concluding sentence

eighth the highest—graduates of the 
eighth grade going into the High 
school. 
Of tills total of 93 pupils, 


68 were born in Japan and 25 in the 
United States. Those born iu the 
United States would, of course, un- 
der section 1 of article XIV. of the 
constitution of the United Slates, be 
citizens of the United States and of 
the state wherein they reside, and 
as such subject to the laws of the 
nation as well as of the state. 


The ages of the pupils attending 


the public schools on the day when 
the order went into effect ranged 
from 7 to 20 years. A list of pupils 
attending the schools, which list 
gives the name of each pupil, name 
of school, age of pupil, grade, place 
of birth and sex, is hereto attached 
and marked "exhibit A" (p. IB). It 
will be observed that those born in 
the United States occupy about the 
same position in the different grades 
as American children of the same 
age, while those born in Japan are 
very much older. It will be noted 
that the Japanese students were 
distributed among the grades as fol- 
lows:

APPENDIX. 


The President: 


I have the honor to submit the fol- 


lowing: 


In my previous report I said noth- 


ing as to the causes leading up to 
the action of the school board in 
passing the resolution of October 
11, and the effect of such action up- 
on Japanese children, residents of 
the city of San Francisco, desiring 
to attend the public schools of that 
city. A report on this matter will 
now be made, therefore; nnd after 
describing the local public senti- 
ment concerning the recent disturb- 
ances with regard to the Japanese, 
an account will be given, first, of 
the boycott maintained by the Cooks 
and Walters' union of San Francisco 
against Japanese restaurants doing 
business in that city, and, second, of 
the several cases of assault or in- 
jury inflicted upon the persons or 
property of Japanese residents. 


It seems that for several years the 


board of education of San Francisco 
had been considering the advisabil- 
ity of establishing separate schools 
f6r Chinese, Japanese and Korean 
children, and on May 6, 1905, passed 
the following resolution: 


Rcnolved. That the board of educa 
tlon l« determined In Its efforts to ef 
feet 
the establishment 
of separate 
schools for Chinese and Japanese pupils, 
not only for the purposo of relieving 
the congestion nt present prevailing: In 
our schools, but also for the higher 
end that our children should not be 
placed 
In any 
position -where their 
youthful Impressions may he affected 
by association with pupils of th« Mon- 
golian race. 


And on October 11 the 
board 


passed the following resolution: 


Resolved, That In accordance -with 


Article X. section 1682, of the school 
law of California, principals are hereb> 
directed to send nil Chinese, Japanese, 
or Korean children 
to the 
Oriental 
Public school, situated on the soutr 
side of Clay street, between Powell ami 
Mason streets, on and after Monday, 
October 16. 1906. 


The action of the board in the pas 


sage of the resolutions of May 6 
1905, 
and October 11, 1906, was un 


doubtedly largely Influenced by the 
activity of the Japanese and Korean 
Exclusion league, an 
organization 


formed for the purpose of securing 
the enactment by the congress of 
the United States of a law extend 
ing the provisions of the existing 
Chinese exclusion act so as to ex 
elude Japanese and Koreans. 
Th< 


league claims a membership in the 
state of California of 78,500, three 
fourths of which membership Is said 
to be in the city of San Francisco 
The membership 
is 
composed al 


. most entirely of members of labor 


organizations. Section 2, article 2 
ot the constitution of the league Is 
as follows: 


The league as such shall not adopt any 
measures of discrimination against any 
Chinese, Japanese or Koreans now o 
hereafter 
lawfully 
resident In tin 


United States. 


Yet, on October 
22, 1905, at a 


meeting of the league held in San 
Francisco, as reported in the Sai 
Francisco Chronicle of October 25 
1905, a. resolution was adopted bj 
the league instructing Its executiv 
committee to appear 
before th< 


board of education and petition fo 
separate schools for the Mongolian 
children of San Francisco. 


Prior to the action of the league 


the board of education, as I am in 
formed, received many protests from 
citizens of San 
Francisco, whos 


children were attending the publi 
schools, against Japanese being per 
mitted to attend those 
schools 


These protests were mainly agains 
Japanese boys and 
men

from 16 to 22. 23 and 24 years o 
age attending the primary grade

chools In San Francisco. 


The number 
of, schools in San 


Francisco prior to April 18 was 7C. 
Of this number 28 primary or gram- 
mar schools and 2 high schools were 
destroyed by fire, and 1 high school 
was destroyed by earthquake, leav- 
ing 45 schools. Since April 18 27 
temporary 
structures 
have 
been 


erected, making the total number of 
school buildings at the present time 
72. A map showing the location of 
the public schools In San Francisco 
attended by Japanese pupils up to 
the tlmo the order of the board 
went Into effect Is 
herewith sub- 


mitted, and marked 
"Exhibit 
B" 


p. 17). 
The portion of the 
map 


marked oft with red Ink Indicates 
the burned section of San Francisco. 


The Oriental school, the 
school 


set apart for the Chinese, Japanese 
and Korean children, is In the burn- 
ed section. There is only one Jap- 
anese student attending this school 
at the present, time, and there are no 
Japanese children attending any of 
the other public schools. I visited 
the Oriental school In company with 
the Japanese consul and found !t 
to compare favorably with many of 
the new temporary structures erect- 
ed in the city. 
The course of In- 


struction Is exactly the same as at 
the other public schools, and com- 
petent teachers are 
assigned for 


duty in this school. 
Nearly all of 


the pupils attending 
this 
school 


have to be taught the English lan- 
guage. 


Cannot Attend Central School. 


An examination of the 
map at- 


tached hereto will at once clearly 
show that it will be absolutely im- 
possible for children residing in the 
remote sections of the city to attend 
the Oriental school. The conditions 
In San Francisco are such, owing to 
the great conflagration, that it would 
not be possible even for grown chil- 
dren living 'at remote distances to 
attend this school. If the action of 
the board stands, then, and if no 
schools are provided in addition to 
the one mentioned, It seems that a 
number of Japanese children will be 
prevented from attending the public 
schools and will have to resort to 
private instruction. 


I found the sentiment in the state 


very strong against Japanese young 
men attending the primary grades. 
Many of the people were outspoken 
in their condemnation of this course, 
saying that they would take exactly 
the same stand against American 
young men of similar ages attend- 
ing the primary grades. I am frank 
to say that this objection seems to 
me a most reasonable one. All of 
the political parties in the 
state 


have inserted in 
their 
platforms 


planks in favor of Japanese and Ko- 
rean exclusion, and on 
March 7, 


1905, the state legislature passed a 
Joint resolution urging that action 
be taken by treaty or otherwise to 
limit and diminish the further im- 
migration of Japanese laborers into 
the United States. 


Press Upholds Board. 


The press of San Francisco pretty 


generally upholds the action of the 
board of education. Of the attitude 
of the more violent 
and 
radical 


newspapers 
It is unnecessary to 


speak further than to say that their 
tone is the usual tone of hostility to 
"Mongol hordes," and the burden of 
their claim Is that Japanese are no 
better than Chinese, and that the 
same reasons which dictated the ex- 
clusion of the Chinese call for the 
exclusion of the Japanese as well. 


The temper and tone of the more 


conservative newspapers may better 
bo Illustrator] by an epitome of their 
argument upon- tho public 
school 


quoslirm. Thnt argument practically 
Is ns follows: 
The public schools 


of California are a state and not a 


federal institution. The state has 
the power to abolish those schools 
entirely, and the federal government 
would have no right to lift its voice 
in protest. 
Upon the other hand, 


the state may extend the privileges 
of its schools to aliens upon such 
terms as it, the state, may elect, and 
the federal government has no right 
to question its action in this regard. 
Primarily and essentially the public 
schools are designed for the educa- 
tion of the citizens of the state. The 
state is interested in the education 
of its own citizens alone. It would 
not for a moment maintain this ex- 
pensive institution to educate for- 
eigners and aliens who would carry 
to their countries the fruits of such 
education. 
Therefore, if it should 


be held that there was a discrimina- 
tion operating.in violation of the 
treaty with Japan in the state's treat- 
ment of Japanese children, or even 
if a new treaty with Japan should 
be framed which would contain on 
behalf of Japanese subjects 
the 


"most-favored-nation" 
clause, this 


could and would be met 
by 
the 


state, which would 
then 
exclude 


from the use of its public schools all 
alien children of every nationality 
and limit the rights of free education 
to children of its own citizens, for 
whom the system is primarily de- 
signed and maintained, and if the 
state should do this the federal gov- 
ernment could not complain, since 
no treaty right 
could be violated 


when the children of Japanese were 
treated precisely as the children of 
all foreign nations. 


Feeling In State is Intense. 


The feeling in the state is further 


intensified, especially in labor cir- 
cles, by the report on the conditions 
in the Hawaiian islands 
as 
con- 


tained In Bulletin 66 of the bureau 
of labor, department of commerce 
and labor. The claim is marie that 
white labor has been almost entirely 
driven from the Hawaiian islands, 
and that the Japanese are gradually 
forcing even the small white traders 
out of business. 


Many of the foremost educators in 


the state, on the other hand, are 
strongly opposed to the action of 
the Sas Francisco board of educa- 
tfon. Japanese arc admitted to the 
University of California, an institu- 
tion maintained and supported by 
the state. They are also admitted 
to. and gladly welcomed at, Stan- 
ford university. San Francisco, so 
far as known, Is the only city which 
has discriminated against Japanese 
children. I talked with a number of 
prominent labor men and they all 
said that they had no objection to 
Japanese children attending the pri- 
mary grades; that they wanted Jap- 
anese children now in the United 
States to have the same school priv- 
ileges as children of other nations, 
but that they were unalterably op- 
posed to Japanese young men at- 
tending the primary grades. 


The objection to Japanese men at- 


tending the primary grades could 
very readily be met by a simple rule 
limiting tho ages of all children at- 
tending those grades. 
All of the 


teachers with whom I talked while 
in San Francisco spoke In the high- 
est terms of the Japanese children, 
saying that they were among tho 
very best of their pupils, cleanly In 
their persons, well behaved, studi- 
ous, and remarkably bright. 


The board of education 
of San 


Francisco declined to rescind Its res- 
olution of October II, claiming that, 
having established a separate school 
for Chinese. Japanese, and Korean 
children, the provisions of section 
16S2 
of the political code became 


mandatory. 


Boycott Has Been Maintained. 


A boycott was maintained in San 


Francisco from October 3 to Octo- 
ber 24 by members of the Cooks and 
Waiters' union against 
Japanese 


restaurants doing business in that 
city. 
Nearly all of the leaders of 


labor organizations In San Francis- 
co, Interviewed on this subject, dis- 
claimer! any knowledge, of any for- 
mal action bMng taken for the boy- 
cotting of these restaurants. They 
admitted, however, that there was 
a decided sentiment in the unions 
against patronizing Japanese restau- 
rants, and that that sentiment was 
created and fostered by speeches in 
union meetings and by personal ac- 
tion of the different members, with 
the object of not only preventing un- 
ion labor men, but 
the public as 


well, from patronizing these restau- 
rants. 


The secretary, as also the business 


agent, of the Waiters' union, Local 
No. 30, headquarters at 1195 Scott 
street, San Francisco, said that no 
resolution against Japanese restau- 
rants bad been passed by their un- 
ion, 
but that it was urged in thfllr 


meetings and by different members 
of the union to themselves refrain, 
and to keep the public as well, from 
patronizing such restaurants; that 
for three weeks in the early part of 
October men wore employed by the 
Cooks and Waiters' union to stand 
in front of Japanese restaurants on 
Third street and distribute match 
boxes on 'which was pasted a label 
as follows: 
"White men and wom- 


en, patronize your own race;" that 
this was not, strictly speaking, a 
boycott, as a boycott must be insti- 
tuted through the labor council. 


Perhaps a better Idea of the feel- 


ing in labor organizations against 
the Japanese restaurants and the 
methods that were resorted to for 
tho purpose of preventing white peo- 
ple from patronizing those restau- 
rants can be gained by reading the 
following extract from the minutes 
of the meeting of tho 
executlvft 


board of the Japanese and Korean 
Exclusion league, as reported In the 
San Francisco Chronicle of June 25, 
IflOfi: 


To Send Protest to Labor Unions—Ex- 


clusion League Complains That White 
Men Eat In Japanese Restaurants. 
Tim executive hoard nt the Japanese 


nnd Korean Kxcluslon League »t the 
meeting hold Saturday evening listened 
to complaints that many wage-earners, 
laborers, nnd mechanics patronize Jap- 
anese. rostriurantF, wlillo oat.hig houses 
conducted by white persons are as easy 


of access and more Inviting than those 
of the Mongolians. Secretary Yoell was 
instructed to communicate with all cen- 
tral labor bodies In this city, informing 
them of that state ot affairs-apprizing 
them of the fact that among the patrons 
of Japanese restaurants ure supposed 
to be men who hold membership In 
unions affiliated with central councils. 
The league requests the councils to 
urge upon all affiliated unions to en- 
force the penalties imposed by their 
laws for patronizing Japanese or Chi- 
nese. The league also offers to supply 
proof of the flagrant violations com- 
plained of. and proposes to have the 
offenders photographed in order to sub- 
inlt copies of the photographs to the 
central councils and thru them to their 
affiliated unions. In this way the league 
hopes to accomplish a double purpose- 
to deter union men from patronizing 
Asiatics, or establish the fact that the 
offenders are not union men. nnd thus 
refute what Is said to be a persistent 
slander against union men. 
The attention of councils and unions 
Is also to be directed to the fact that 
many berries sold In San Francisco are 
grown and shipped to market by Japa- 
nese and Chinese, and 
wage-earners 
are to be cautioned against the danger 
of their health and that of their fami- 
lies In eating berries picked and packed 
by unclean and unhealthy Asiatics. 
.The plans for holding a scries of mass 
meetings in coast and interior towns 
in California were- dlscust at length, 
but final arrangements "vvere deferred 
until the project shall lie approved by 
the league, which will hold its next con- 
vention on Sunday, July J. 


All Jap Restaurants Picketed. 


As a matter of fact, a most effec- 


tive boycott was maintained against 
nearly all of the Japanese restaur- 
ants located in San Francisco for a 
period of at least three 
weeks. 


Pickets were stationed in front of 
these restaurants and every 
effort 


made to prevent people from pat- 
ronizing them. 
At times stones 


were thrown and windows broken, 
nnd in one or two instances the pro- 
prietors of the restaurants were 
struck by these stones. 


I personally interviewed the res- 


taurant keepers 
and 
took 
down 


their statements. George Sugih'ara, 
a restaurant keeper at 177 Third 
street, stated that the boycott com- 
menced on October 3 and continued 
until October 24; that on the first 
day the boycotters distributed match 
boxes on which was written "White 
men and women, patronize your 
own race;" that at about noon of the 
second day a. large number of men 
came to his place of business and 
asked the people who were about to 
enter his restaurant not to patronize 
the Japanese restaurants; that cus- 
tomers attempting to enter his place 
of 
business 
were sometimes 
re- 


trained by force, and that blows 
were also struck; that on or about 
the 10th or 15th of the month the 
boycotters came three times a day 
—morning, noon and evening; that 
sometimes they threw bricks and 
stones Into his place; that one of tho 
waiters asked them the reason why 
they did these things and they re- 
plied, "Ask the policeman;" that It 
was very seldom that a policeman 
was seen on the scene: that ho com- 
plained to the policeman on the 
boat; that sometimes the policeman 
spoke to tho boycotters 
and ap- 


peared to be friendly with them; 
that whenever a 
policeman 
ap- 


peared who was unfriendly to tho 
boycotters the boycotters left; that 
on one occasion when be asked the 
boycottcrs how long they Intended 
to keep up tho boycott they replied, 
"Until tho end—until tho Japanese 
give up their business, pnck up their 
goods and return to 
the 
place 


whence they came." 


Agreed to Pay Blackmail. 


Mr. Suglhara also said that there 


was an agreement to pay the boy- 
cotters for the purpose of declaring 
the boycott off; that nil the facts 
were known lo Mr. S. Imura, presi- 
dent of the Japanese union, and that 
tho proposition to pay cash to the 
Cooks nnd Walters' union was made 
by Mr. Imura, representing tho Jap- 
anese union, and that the amount to 
be paid was $350; that he, Suglhara, 
dirt not know the name ot tho per- 
son to whom the money was to be 
paid; that he was present on Octo- 
ber 25 or 26, when $100 of tho $350 
was paid; that he saw the money 
pair]; tbat It was by Imura, as presi- 
dent of the Japanese union; that be 
did not know the name of the man 
to whom the money was pair, but 
would recognize him It he saw him 
again. 


Tho windows of the Golden Gate 


restaurant, H. Sugiyama, proprietor, 
256 Third street, were broken on 
October 17 or 1.8. 
Mr. Sugiyama 


stated that whenever any customers 
left his place the boycotters threw 
stones at them, and struck them as 
well; that his customers were all 
white people; that it was impossible 
for him to stand at the cash register 
near the window, as they broke his 
windows; that one of the stones 
struck him on the side; that on the 
first day of the boycott he went to 
the Japanese consul and applied for 
assistance, and that the consul said 
he would write a letter to the chief 
of police; that on the second day 
he went to police headquarters, at. 
the corner of Pine and Larkin 
streets; that be did not remember 
the name of the officer whom he 
saw, but tbat he was directed by 
that officer to go to the southern 
station; that, three or four days 
after his visit to the police station a 
special policeman and the regular 
policeman on the beat came to his 
place at the noon hour and re- 
mained from 12 to 1 and watched 
the 
place; 
that there was no 


violence after the policemen came, 
but. that the men with the match 
boxes were always there; tbat when 
the policemen came there were five 
or six of the boycotters present at 
the noon hour. 


Others Give Testimony. 


S. Imura, proprietor of the White 


Star restaurant, 690 Third street, 
certiorated 'the statements made by 
George Sugihara and H. Suiyama 
as to the breaking of windows and 
assaulting of customers. 
Y. Kobay- 


ashi, restaurant keeper at 20 Ellis 
street, stated that his restaurant was 
boycotted 
for three days only. 
I. 


Kawai. restaurant keeper 
at 
3213 


Folson streot, stated that his 
res- 


taurant, was boycotted for twenty- 
one dnys. 
M. Shigegawa, 
of . 336 


Third street, sUitfid that, bis restaur- 
ant was bnyooUcd for three weoks. 
Y. Nocla, of 190G Geary street, stated

that his restaurant was boycotted 
for about a month. G. Nishi, of 1625 
O'Farrell street, stated that bis res- 
taurant was boycotted for four days. 
n. Tamura, of 705 Larkin street, 
stated that his restaurant was boy- 
?otted for two days, and O. Matsnm- 
orlo. of 1469 Ellis street, stated that 
his restaurant was boycotted for two 
days. 


These restaurant, keepers were all 


examined by me at 
the Japanese 


consulate in San Francisco. 
They 


all said that they were not assaulted 
by the boycotters, but that, the ef- 
forts of the boycotters wore mainly 
directed toward preventing custom- 
ers from entering their places of bus- 
iness. The restaurant keeper who 
was struck with a stone said that 
he did not think the stone was 
thrown at him, but that 
it was 


thrown for the purpose of smashing 
the windows and 
frightening his 


customers. 


It appears that the Japanese res- 


taurant keepers of 
San Francisco 


have a union of their own. of which 
S. Imura is president. They made 
application, so they say, 
to the 


Cooks' and Walters' union of San 
Francisco for admlsssloii to member- 
ship in that union, but their applica- 
tion was denied. After the boycott 
had been maintained for a few days 
the Japanese 
restaurant 
keepers 


held a meeting for the purpose of 
discussing tho boycott and of clevis 
ing some way of stopping it. They 
discussed flrst the obtaining of nn 
injunction, and appointed a. commit 
tee. 
This committee 
visited 
tht 


Japanese-American association lo 
catcd In San Francisco, nnd nskcY 
the association to consult a lawyer 
They were informed that a test CUSP 
would cost $500, and that If tho tcsi 
case failed It wjwlel cost cacti res 
taurnnt keeper $200 for each casp 
tried. 


Decided to Pay Boycotters. 


A second meeting of the Japanese 


restaurant keepers was then held 
nt. which tho malter was again rlls 
ciiRfiril. 
Tho impression Kpomcil 


prevail thiit. oven if an Injunction 
w;is obtained it. would lake loo long 
cost too much money and he InelToc 
tlvc: They then determined to paj

consul. 


Before leaving San Francisco th 


consul Informed 
mo 
that W. S 


Stevenson was tho man to whon 
the money was paid. Quo hundre 
dollars was paid by check at. th 
Japanese-American bank on Suite 
street in San Francisco, the chec 
being made payable to the order o 
W. S. Stevenson. There were pres 
ent. at the time this check was pale 
S. Imura, G. Suglhara, and som 
members, 
so Imura 
said, of th 


bank, probably clerks. The balanc 
oC $250 agreed upon was to hav 
been paid on Monday, October 2' 
but the man Stevenson did not ca 
for the money, and I was informe 
that it had not been paid up to th 
time of my 
departure 
from Sa 


Francisco. 
The boycott 
stoppe 


with the payment of the money. 


Business Dropped Off Two-Thirds. 


AH of the restaurant keepers unit- 


ed In stating that their business had 
fallen off at. least, two-thirds during 
the period ot the boycott. The cor- 
respondence between the Japanese 
consul and the chief of police is 
hereto attached and marked "exhibit 
B" (p. 31). 


There have been a number of boy- 


cotts of white restaurants in 
San 


Francisco, Oakland and other cities 
In California in the past five or six 
years growing out of labor disputes. 
These boycotts 
have 
boon main- 


tained for weeks at a time, and dur- 
ing their maintenances threats have 
been made and acts of violence been 
committed. Pickets have been sta- 
tioned in front of tho restaurants 
and the names even of customers 
entering the restaurants have been 
taken down and reported. 


I saw tho chief of police, ns also 


H. H. Colby, captain of police in 
charge of the district, in which most, 
of the Japanese restaurants are lo- 
calorl, nnrl was informed by both of 
those officers (hat ns soon as their 
attention was cnlleil to thfi disturb- 
ances on Third streot, officers were 


detailed at each of the Japanese 
restaurants at each meal hour, and 
that the officers were instructed to 
arrest If any violation ot" the law 
was committed, anil that sifter the 
officers were so statioued there were 
no disturbances or violations of the 
law. 


The chief ,pf police assured me 


that every effort would lie maile by 
him to protect tho Japanese restau'- 
rants in San Francisco, and that, all 
violators 
of t7ie 
law 
would 
be 


promptly 
arrested 
and punished. 


The acting mayor of San Francisco 
also assured me that he would co- 
operate with the police department 
of the city, 
and 
would 
see that 


everything possible 
was 
done to 


protect Japanese subjects aud pre- 
vent violations of law. 


I 
am 
satisfied, 
from 
Inquiries 


made by me and from statements 
made to me by the Japanese restau- 
rant keepers, that the throwing of 
stones and breaking 
of 
windows 


was not done by the men picketing 
the restaurants, but by young men 
ami boys who had gathered in front 
of the restaurants as soon as the 
boycott was instituted. 
ssaults Upon Japanese. 


Assaults have from time to time 


been made upon Japanese subjects 
resident in the city of San Francis- 
co. I was informed by the chief of 
police that upon receipt of a com- 
munication from the Japanese con- 
sul ho at once instructed captains of 
police to make every effort to stop 
these assaults, ami. if necessary, to 
assign, men in citizens' clothes to 
accomplish the purpose. 
The cor- 


respondence between the Japanese 
consul and the chief of police and 
the acting mayor of the city is here- 
to attached and marked "exhibit E" 
(p. 33). 


I deemed it best, in order to get 


at. the exact facts, lo take the state- 
ments of the Japanese who claimed 
to have 
been 
assaulted. 
These 


statements were taken tit the Japa- 
nese consulate in San Francisco by 
Mr. J. S. Met). Gardner, interpreter 
in the immigration service, at San 
Francisco, nnd Mr. K. Kawasaki, a 
Japanese student in the senior class 
of 
the 
XJnlvorslty 
of 
California. 


Since these statements are in the 
words of the victims themselves anil 
show, ns nothing else could, such 
grounds as (here are upon which to 
found a complaint of violence, they 
are hero given In full:

While the sentiment of the state 


of California, as manifested by the 
public utterances of the Japanese 
and Korean Exclusion league, by 
articles in many of the leading news- 
papers in the state, l>y declarations 
of the political parties in their plat- 
forms, and by the passage of a joint 
resolution by the state legislature on 
March 7, 1905, is in favor of the 
exclusion of Japanese coolies, yet 
the overwhelming sentiment iu the 
state is for law and order and for 
the protection of Japanese iu their 
person andtheir property. 


The chief of police of the city of 


San Francisco, as also the acting 
mayor of the city, assured me that 
everything possible -would be done 


. to protect the Japanese subjects in 


San Francisco, ami they urgently 
requested that all cases of assault 
and all violations of law affecting 
the Japanese be at once reported to 
the chief of police. 


Authorities Warned. 


I impressed very strongly 
upon 


the acting mayor of the city, as also 
upon the chief of police, the gravity 
of the situation, and told them that, 
as officers charged with the enforce- 
ment of the law and the protection 
of property and person, you looked 
to them lo see that all Japanese 
subjects resident in San Francisco 
.were afforded the full protection 
guaranteed to them by our treaty 
with Japan. 
I also informed them 


that if the local authorities were not 
able to cope wiiii Ibe situation, or If 
they \vere negligent or derelict in 
the performance of their duty, then 
the entire power of the federal gov- 
ernment within the limits of the 
constitution would be used, and used 
promptly and vigorously, to enforce 
observance of treaties, which under 
the constitution, are the supreme 
law of the land, and to secure fit 
and proper treatment for the people 
of a.great, and friendly power while 
within the territory of the United 
States. . 


Urges Federal Interference. 


If, therefore, the police power of 


Sau Francisco is not sufficient to 
meet the situation and guard and 
protect Japanese residents In San 
Francisco, 
to 
whom 
under 
our 


treaty with 
Japan 
we 
guarantee 


"full and perfect protection for their 
persons 
and 
property," 
then, 
it 


seems to me, it Is clearly the duty 
of the federal government to afford 
such protection. 
All considerations 


which may move 
a nation, every 


consideration of duty In the preser- 
vation of our 
treaty 
obligations, 


evry 
consideration 
prompted 
by 


fifty years or more of close friend- 
ship with 
the 
empire 
of Japan, 


would unite in demanding, it seems 
to me; of the United States govern- 
ment and all Us people, the fullest 
protection ami tho highest consid- 
eration for the subjects of Japan.

Fort Wayne Officers Seize 


Liquor Adulterated in 


Violation of Law. 


As the result of a visit to many sa- 


loons in this city, Fort Wayne revenue 
officers have seized a number of bot- 
tles of whisky which were found to 
have been adulterated in violation of 
the United States revenue laws. The 
confiscated stuff is now stored in the 
revenue offices 
in the government 


building to be used as evidence in the 
ultimate disposal of the cases. 


The work has been carried on by 


Deputy Collector Sharp and 
James 


Llgget, United States gauger, and In 
several of the thirty-five 
places al- 


ready visited what is known as low- 
proof, whisky was 
found 
in bottles 


which had been, originally filled In 
bond. Under the federal revenue laws 
the whiskies bottled in bond are re- 
quired to be of 100 proof 
and 
are 


sealed with a revenue stamp, the reg- 
ulations governing it being identical 
with those which appertain 
to the 


stamping of cigars—that is. when the 
liquor is removed from the bottle the 
stamp must be destroyed and the bot- 
tle must not again be used. 


It is claimed that in a number of 


cases the bottles after having been 
.partially emptied in sales over the bar 
had been refilled with whisky of a 
lower proof, and that in 
some in- 


stances the whisky seized tested by 
94 and 96 instead of 100 proof., The 
penalty for violation of this law is a 
minimum fine of $100 for each bottle 
so treated. 


Revenue officials say that similar in- 


vestigation is being made all over the 
country- The law violated is intended 
to protect the purchaser from having 
adulterated or inferior liquors sold to 
him in substatute for the higher proof 
goods.
